Strive to enter into their 
life, and lo understand it 
yOUr parents that you comprehend 
the spirit as well as the letter of the 
fifth Commandment. Try lo please 
thom in all things. Do what ihev 
wish you to do. Mike them lo feel 

thai it is a good tiling to have a deaf 
child, who, though he dues not hear 
man's words, does hear Cod's words, 
spoken lo his heart. Do not add lo 
their labors, but diminish them by 
helping them all you can. Spend 
part of each day in reading. Converse 

with others by writing when you 
have the opportunity. Keep up a 
brave and cheerful spirit. Avoid evil 
and evil Companions. Keep I In- Sab- 
balh holy. Offer praver to Cnl. 
night and morning, for 'his help and 
blessing, and thus, dwell in his House. 
Others oi you are to spend I he va 
cai ion in the Institution, where von 
will have I he opporl iiniiy of dadv 
study and daily practice in the me- 
chanical pursuits bv which, hereafter, 
you are to earn vour livelihood, and 
where much will be done to make 
your leisure hours pass pleasantly. 
Avail yourselves of these gulden op. 

portunities, He obedient and affeo- 



charge over you. Confidence in vour 
faithfulness and increased inter* 
vour welfare. 

Others of you are to leave the In- 
stitution and carry with you all its 
benefits. To yon I would say- This 
is the most, important event o 
lives. Yon are henceforward to ap- 
ply practically the principles you 
have here been taught. 

And first, and above all, you are 
to trust in (bid. who will never for- 
sake hose who rely upon his promis- 
es. This trust implies obedience, 
love and prayer, ll excludes fear. 
discontent and the feeling of dis- 
couragement. It calls for courage, 
fortitude and energy; for it is a pari 
of the divine policy of encouraging 
Christian manliness, to help those 
most, who, while locking to Him for 
guidance, try also to help them- 
seves. 

Secondly, Many of you have al- 
ready, with your parents' consent, 
become connected with some Church 
of Christ. As soon as you are 
set I led in the place where Providence 
opens to you a career, go to the 
pastor ox the church which represents 
your belief, and tell hnn that, vou 
arc it professing Christian and wish 
to become a. member of his flock. 
You will find in him a friend who 
will greatly aid and comfort vou.

Thirdly, Let no time be passed 
in idleness. Kind something to do 
and do ii with your might, lie lei 

anxious at first about compensation 

That will come when you are found 
deserving. 

Fourthly, Be always honest and 

truthful, and, in fact, make ii your 
aim lo keep all the Commandments 

Of (Iod. 

Fifthly, Let it beyotir care to go 

on adding knowledge I" knowledge. 
Read daily those books which will in 
crease your m:isliT\ of language and 
your fund of information. Be 
thoughtful, and often express your 

thoughts in writing. Make your- 
selves interesting lo others, an, 
opportunities for written conversation 
With I hose kind an 1 intelligent per- 
sons who are willing io encourage 
you; hul. do not make yourselves 
disagreeable by taking up their val- 
uable time when they have not leisure 
to attend io you. 

Sixthly, Be temperate and frugal. 

Avoid expe isive pleasures, and when 
you need recreation indulge in that 
which, like ad (bid's best gifts, is 
free to all. 
Seventhly, Be benevolent. Do to 

others as you would have them d 
to you. Devote a portion of all 
your earnings lo Cod. You are call 
eel on parlieiilailv lo help those of the 
deaf who are less Fortunate than 
you, and 1 would especially commend 
io your loving assist anco the H oMe, 
which has been established to sup- 
port aged and intirm deaf mules. 
and to supply temporary employment 
and special training lo those of the 
deaf who, through no fault, of I heir 
own, have failed lo secure employ- 
ment for I hemselves. 

Eighthly, He loyal to your Alma 
Mater. Honor her by your good 
Conduct and by vour success. Dove 
her for what she has done for you. 
Keeoinineud the advantages she has 
to give to those that need them. 
Keep your record on her pages full by 
occasional let ters in which each new 
event in your lives shall be briefly 
stated; and whenever you name her, 
name her hul to praise. 

And now. in the words of the Holy 
Apostle I'a ul, '.'] commend you to ( bid 
and lo the Word of his grace, which 
is able to build you up and to give 
you an inheritance aiming all them 
which arc sanclilied.''
